PARIS, Sept. 7.—In a message to Pres- 
ident Poincare, Emperor Nicholas an- 
nounces he has placed himself in com- 
mand of all the Russian armies. The 
message was sent from Tsarkoye-Selo 
the Emperor's residence near Petro- 
grad, under date of Sept. 6. It follows: 

In placing myself today at the head 
of my valiant armies, I have in my 
heart, M. President, the most sincere 
wishes for the greatness of France and 
the victory of her glorious army. 

NICHOLAS.“ 

President Poincare sent the following 
response today: 1 know that your maj- 
esty, in taking command of your heroic 
armies, intends to continue energetical- 
ly until final victory in the war which 
has been imposed upon the allied na- 
tions. I address vour majesty in the 
name of France, my most cordial wish- 

RAYMOND PoINCARE.“ 

Since the outbreak of the war, 
Grand Duke Nicholas, cousin of Em- 
peror Nicholas, has been in command 
of the’ armies of Russia. In this ca- 
pacity he has achieved fame, and 
military critics not only of Russia, 
but of other nations, have rated him 
as one of the ablest generals of the 


warring nations. AMhough the Grand 
Duke's armies have suffered a long 
Series of reverses since the begin- 
ning of thé great Austro-German of- 
fensive movement - in May, 
leader has been credited with con- 
Spicuous Strategic successes dur- 
ing this period as well as in the 
earlier part of the war, when he was 
leading his armies forward victori- 
ously. 

His main accomplishments were 
the extrication of the bulk of his 
forces from the Austro-German en- 
veloping movements in Galicia and 
later in Russian Pbland, when he 
again drew out his armies, this time 
from the dangerous Warsaw salient. 

The message of Emperor Nicholas 
to President Poincare does not make 
it clear whether Grand Duke Nicho- 
las has been superSeded by the Em- 
peror: During the last few weeks 
there has been severe criticism of 
the conduct of the war by the Rus- 
sian authorities. The Minister of 
War, Gen. Soukhomlinoff, resigned 
and the formation of a coalition gov- 
ernment has been under discussion. 
The source of dissatisfaction, how- 
ever, has been principally the inade-

| Witnesses Testify That Grover 


Hess Did Not Slow Down for 
Standing Street Car. 


Four witnesses, testifying this morn- 
ing at the Coroner’s inquest into the 
killing of Mrs. Carrie Wadelmann by 
an automobile driven by Grover Hess 


of 3202 South Jefferson avenue, stated 
that Hess did not stop his machine as 
he approached a street car which had 
stopped to discharge passengers. This 
is a violation of traffic laws. 

Mrs. Wadelmann was one of three 
passengers who left the street car, a 
southbound Cherokee, at Gravois ave- 
nue and Itaska street, Saturday night. 
She was struck by the automobile, re- 
ceiving injuries from which she died 
yesterday at the city hospital. She was 
a widow, 50 years old, and lived with 
her brother, William Schoedel, at. 4468 
Itaska street. 

When the street car stopped Mrs. 
Wadelman, Joseph D. Harris of 4434 
Wallace avenue and his little daughter 
left by the front exit. 

Car Going “a peed.” 

Emil Fabian or ae Norte Twentieth 
street, who was sitting in a front seat 
of the street car, testified he saw the 
automobile coming “at full speed” and 
that Mrs. Wadelmann had just about 
reached the west sidewalk when the ma- 
chine seemed to swerve and strike her. 
He said she was knocked upon the hood 
of the machine and carried about 30 
feet, when the machine ran into a trol- 
ley pole and Mrs. Wadelmann was 
thrown off to the pavement. He said 
he did not see anything which could 
have obstructed Hess’ view. 

Harris said that he and his daughter 
had followed Mrs. Wadelmann from the 
street car. He heard the auto horn 
sounded and looked up in time to pull 
his child back toward the car step. He 
thought Hess swerved to keep from hit- 
ting the child, and in doing so ran into 
Mrs. Wadelmann.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 7.—The value 
of the gold and securities brought to 
Halifax yesterday on the fast cruiser 
Argyle and which passed through Maine 
early today on the way to New York,

The gold consists of 11,650,000 English 
sovereigns, equivalent to about $58,250,- 


000, and 7, 850,00 in United States coin. 
The value of the bonds is $14,000,000. 

This is $30,000,000 in’ excess of the value 
of each of the two previous consign- 
ments of gold and collaterals securi- 
ties.

that more than 000,000 in gold coin 
was speeding to jew York to bolster 
Great Britain’s ¢ edits in this country. 
This, it is believed, is the largest single 
gold shipment ever made here by a for- 
eign | Power. It comes, it was said, at 
a time when gold is wanted less than 
ever before in the history of the coun- 
try. Bringing this mountain of gold 
to New York at a time when the nor- 
mal demands of business are lowér than 
usual, and when the vaults of the 
country already are choking with gold, 
may, it is feared, accelerate the ten- 
dency toward inflation and speculation. 

Seasonable demands, such as the in- 
creased demand for money in the dry 
goods trade and the movement of the 
gredt corn and wheat crops, will de- 
crease the sum, but still will leave, it is 
believed, a huge amount which must be 
put to work in other ways. 

While pay for the supplies sent to 
Great Britain, is of course, both want- 
ed and expécted, New York bankers 
would much prefer to lend Great Brit- 
tain the money to pay them, taking 
high-class American securities as collat- 
eral. 

In the face of England’s great ship- 


ment of gold and securities, aggregating 


more than $80,000,000, and of the convic- 
tion that other huge shipments soon 
would follow, the foreign exchange rate 
on sterling opened today at a loss of 
1 cent from Saturday’s close to 44.6. 
Within two hours it lost 2 cents more, 
going down to $4.6. 

An index of Great Britain’s huge vol- 
ume of purchases in this country was 
afforded by this shipment of gold and 
securities and the two preceding ship- 
ments, which aggregate approximately 
$180,000, 000. 

In normal times of. peace internation- 
al business is generally maintained on 
a basis of 6 to 10 per cent. That is, a 
foreign credit, say $100,000,000, could de 
carried, without disagranging the ex- 
change rate, on a cash basis of 8, ,- 
000 to $10,000,000 on hand here. Some au- 
thorities say that the war time basis 
is W per cent. : 

Should such be the case, Great Brit- 
ain’s three shipments of the last five 
weeks, would indicate, should the ex- 
change rate remain near normal, that 
she had bought goods to the value of 
720,000, 00 in America. Other factors, en- 
tering into the situation, lead to the 
belief that England’s bill to America at 
present is in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000, 000, 000. 


WILSON DECLINES SECOND TERM

Major Decides Upon In- 
surance Commissisoner to 
Fill Vacancy Upon Bench. 


HE IS 38 . YEARS. OLD 


Democrat to. Take Place of 
Judge Brown, Only Republi- 
can Member of Tribunal. 


Official announcement of. the appoint- 
ment of State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance Charles G. Revelle, 38 years old, 
a Democrat, to the vacancy in the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, caused by the 
death of Justice John C. Brown, the 
only Republican member of the court, 


is expected from Gov. Major today or 
tomorrow. 


The Governor has told political friends 
that he expected to name Revelle for 
the place and that he would make the 
announcement soon after Judge Brown's 
funeral today. 

Revelle probably is the youngest man 
ever appointed or elected to the Su- 
preme bench. He was born in Lutes- 
ville, Mo., Nov. 10, 1877. 

Elected to Office at 21. 

When 21 years old he was elected 
Prosecuting Attorney of Bollinger Coun- 
ty, which has a population of 14,576. He 
was elected for a second term, and at 
its conclusion formed a law partnership 
with Congressman Walter L. Hensley. 
He. continued this partnership until 1908, 


when Gov. Major was elected Attorney- 
General. 


Revelle was appointed First Assistant 


Attorney-General and served for four 
years. When the Attorney-General be- 
came Governor, in 1912, he appointed 
Revelle Superintendent of Insurance. 

As Superintendent of Insurance Re- 
velle was active in changing the in- 
Surance laws of the State. He was an 
ex-officio member of the insurance 
commission, appointed by Gov. Major, 
and headed by Edward F. Goltra, 
which, after an extensive tour of the 
country in Goltra's private car, rec- 
ommended sweeping changes in the | 
insurance laws. 

The report of this commission, 
which Revelle said was prepared un- 
der his direction, was not opposed by 
the insurance companies. Insurance 
Superintendent Potts of Illinois at- 
tacked the report, and declared that 
it was “most favorable to the insur- 
ance companies.” 

The Legislature refused to pass the 
bill drawn by the commission, and 
amended it to change many of its 
most important features. 


Supporter of Governor. 
Revelle, in Southeast Missouri poli- 
tics, was an activé supporter of Gov. 
Major when the latter was a candi- 
date for Attorney-General and again 
when he was-a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 5 


They have been close personal 
friends and golf companions in Jef- 
ferson City. ö 

The death of Justice Brown cre- 
ates the first vacancy in the court in 
Gov. Major’s administration. 

Walter K. Chorn of Fayette, act-

RAIN DAMAGE, SAY 


INSURANCE. MEN 


Tornado Policies Said Not to 
Cover Losses by Water Be- 
ing Forced Through Walls. 


Persons whose houses were damaged 
dy rain being forced through the walls 
during the recent severe storm will be 
unable to collect any damages through 
tornado policies, according to statements 
made to a reporter today by insurance 
men interested in that line of policies. 
The Post-Dispatch has received letters 
from men and women whose property 
was injured through walls becoming 
water soaked, who expressed the belief 
that a tornado policy should cover such 
loss. 

Edward T. Campbell, president of the 
American Central Insurance Co., said 
that all Missouri companies are forced 
by law to adopt a standard policy 
which contains this provision: 

‘This company shall not be liable for 
any loss or damage caused by water 
or rain, whether driven by the wind or 
not, unless building insured shall 
urst sustain an actual damage to the 
roof or walls of same by the direct 
force of the wind, and shall then be 
liable only for such damage to the in- 
terior of the buildings as may be caused 
by water or rain entering the building 
through openings in the roof or walls 
made by the direct action of the wind.” 

According to Campbell, the Supreme 
Court of New York, Missouri and other 
states has ruled that this means that 
a door must be blown down by the 
wind, a window blown in or a portion 
of the roof taken off by the wind be- 
fore damage from water can be al- 
lowed. The soaking of walls in a heavy 
storm, he said, has been adjudged a de- 
fect in the building. 

No question as to the character of th 
storm entérs into consideration, he said. 
It would make no difference to the in- 
surance companies if it was merely a 
high local wind or whether the last 
storm was part of the gulf hurricane, as 
the policies cover “wind storms,” with- 
out designating character.

casual and commonplace in the eyes of 
foreign residents. 

Mesa was a Clerk until depression in 
business cost him his job. He was a 
well-educated middle class Mexican, 
about # years old, married and the fa- 
ther of three children. Occasionally he 
found a little work and the kinsfolk of 
the family helped them as much as 
ghey could, but things grew worse and 
worse, and money must be had or the 
family would starve. 

Mesa was clever with the pen, so he 
turned counterfeiter. He drew with 
pen and ink on pasteboard of the prop- 
er size and color imitations of the 6 
and 10 centavo cartones issued to take 
the place of the copper, nickel and su- 
ver coins. Thoubands of pen-and-ink 
counterfeits are in circulation, and un- 
less they are too crude they pass with- 
out question. 

Mesa could turn out in a day pos- 
sibly the worth of a pesd, Or & peso 
‘and a half, Of these spuriots cartones, 
of a gold value of about 10 cents. 

Betrayed by His Ou. 

One of nis children offered & counter- 
feit to a Spanish shop keeper, Who 
instantly detected the fraud. 

“Where did you get this?“ he demand- 
ed of the child. 

“They are made by my father,” re- 
sponded the child, without realizing the 
tragic consequences of that answer. 

The Spaniard seized the child by the 
arm and shouted for a gendarme who 
Was lounging outside the shop. Thence 
to the nearest comissearia. There the 
child was flailed with tortental ques. 
tions, shaken, tefrified into weaving an 
inexorable web of evidence about the 
luckless Mesa. Later the police crept 
upon the Mesa house dilefitly. They 
caught the man, pen in hand. About 
him were scattered red and blue paste- 
boards covered With irrefutable evidence 
of his guilt. His wife, who sat by, aves 
arrested with Mesa and accused of aid- 
ing him. 

Mesa acknowledged hie guilt, pleading 
poverty. He absolved his wife, but she 
was condemned with him, The military 
authorities said Mesa must die. His. 
wife, for causes Which could hardly 
have failed to appeal successfully to the 
dlemency of her judges, was freed. 

Near noon the next day soldiers hurled 
thameélves into the mass of people out- 
aide the comissama and cleaved a nar- 
row, open path for the condemned man 
and his escort. Mesa, with bound arms, 
paused an instant in the doorway and 
bowed to the crowd. Up one street, into 
another, and around to the Peraivillo 
race track, Close at Mesa's elbow trotted 
a little priest, mumbling prayers; his 
face shining with sweat and his black 
robes flapping in the dust of the street. 

On one side of a spacious field stood a 
small adobe house. A flank of the 
house provided the inevitable wall 
against which the condemned must, by 
Mexican custom, be backed to meet his 
doom. : 

Five soldiers stationed themselves six 
feet from Mesa. They regarded the 
man they were to kill with the ineurious, 
stolid gaze of cows.

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Officials at Brownsville Puzzled 
by Unusual Influx Last 
Saturday. 


BROWNSVILLS, Tex., Sept. 7.— 
The unusual influx of Mexicans from 
Matamoras to the American side 
here last Saturday, when the fight- 


ing across the international line at 
Cavazos Crossing was at its height, 
it was learned today, still puzzles 
some of the authorities. About 500 
Mexicans came to Browneville that 
day against the normal influx of 300 
per day. While many of these Mexi- 
ean returned to the other side, not 
all have been accounted for. 

Officers at river crosssings here noted 
that the incoming Mexicans included 
many whose names and faces were 
Strange to them. For some time the 
American authorities have suspécted 
that some of the Mexicans engaged in 
the bandit raids or in spreading the 
propaganda of the plan ef San Diego 
have been coming into Brownsville 
whenever they wished, some of them 
from Mexico, by appearing as Mexicans 
engaged in ordinary business or travel. 

Few Americans Cross, 
It is notable that while few Americans 
éross the river to Matamoras from here 
the Mexicans’ use of the ferry boats 
aud the international bridge has re- 
mained about normal or has even in- 
Greased slightly. 

In reply to the statement of Gen. E. 
P. Nafafrate at Matanioras that Texas 
rangers, by carelessness in firing across 
the boundary at Mexicans on the river 
bank, make it doubtful whether his 
troops can co-operate with the Ameri- 
¢an soldiers in stopping the fighting at 
the river crossings, officials here today 
said that the rangers have mostly been 
working in the interior a long distance 
from the river. The State forces which 
have policed the rive? bank have been 
deputy shériffs or regular custom 
guards. 

Deputy Sheriffs and Mexicans fought 
across the Rio Grande for a few min- 
utes late yésterday near Mission, Tex. 
Apparently some of the Mexicans were 
hit. 

Sheriff Baker of Hidaigo County, with 
some Of his deputies, was watching a 
suspected. point on the Mexican side, 
While his men were under cover, Baker 
stepped out tipon Sand Fiat. 

Thought They Had Hit Sheriff,

Officials Expect 100,000 Pupils 
Will Be Enfolled Before 
Year Is Over. 


The St. Louis public schools opened to- 
day with an enrollment of approximate- 
ly 80,000 pupils. At the Board of Edu- 
cation offices it was estimated that the 
total enrollment for the year will be 
more than 100,000, as the opening day’s 
applications are always supplemented 
ty additional enrollments after the many 
requests for transfers are passed upon. 
The figures for the year also will be in- 
creased at the beginning of the second 
term in February, when children who 
meanwhile have reached the school age 
will be admitted. 

The enrollment on the opening day last 
year was 77,7656 and the total school at- 
tendance for the year was 98.000. 

Superintendent Blewett and his as-- 
sistant, W. J. S. Bryan, took part in 
the opening of the city’s sixth high 
school, the Grover Cleveland, at Vir- 
ginia avenue and Osceola street this 
morning. 

One new § feature of the coming 
school year will be a readjustment 
of the daily hours of attendance at 
the high schools. Under the new 
system half the pupils will arrive at 
9 a. m. and depart at 2:30 p. m. The 
other half will arrive at 9:45 a. m 
and depart at 3:15 p. m. The pur- 
pose in this is to insure a greater use 
of the entire high schol equipment 
throughout the day. 

Eight 45-Mimute Periods. 

Under the old system the day was di- 
vided. into seven 45 minute periods and 
there was always one or more of the 
class rooms or departments which would 
not be in use. The new system provides 
for eight 44-minute periods. When pu- 
pils arriving on t early schedule have 
finished in one c room their places 
will be taken by the late schedule pupils 
The Board of Education believes this 
will add as much to the efficiency of 
the system as though another high 
school were built. 

At Supt. Blewett's office today 
a large force of employes was busy 
receiving the requests of parents who 
asked that their children be transferred 
to schools other than those they at- 
tended lest year. 

Many pupils who had reached the age 
of 14 since the last term closed-made ap- 
plication for certificates which would 
permit them to go to work. 

Applicstions for enrollment also were 
received from persons living outside the 
city. For. out-of-town pupils a tuition 
fee of $40 a year must be paid in the 
grammar schools and $100 a year in the 
high school.

Governor-General Virtually Un- 
der Sontrol of Filipino Poli- 
tician, He Declares. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 7.— 
Severe criticism of the administration 
of the Philippines by Governor-General 
Harrison was voiced yesterday by Wil- 
liam H. Taft in an address before the 
Commonwealth Club of California.

In general, the Philippine situation 
is such, he said, that a continuation 
of the policy now being pursued in the 
islands might eventually demand the 
attention of the American Government 
in much the same manner as the pres- 
ent Mexican situation. 

The passage of the Jones bill, whose 
chief purpose, Taft said, was to make a 
declaration that the United States in- 
tended to give up the islands to an in- 
dependent Philippine Government when 
a stable government should be _ estab- 
lished, would make the work of ‘‘de- 
terloration“ complete. 

‘What is the use of fooling the Fili- 
pinos by such a declaration?“ he asked. 
“I am in favor of turning the islands 
over to their people when they are rea- 
sonably fitted for self-government, but 
this will not be for two generations, un- 
til the youth of the island are edu- 
cated in English and until the present 
pernicious lack of self-restraint and 
sacrifice of public weat to political pelf 
and preferment are cured by a longer 
| training in partial self-government.”

worry. It is when the unpleasant things 
happen th-t a passenger has the worst 
of it. 
Sees His Pilot Faint. 

The other day a very fine story was 
told of a pilot who was hit in the leg 
and fainted, but fortunately recovered 
coneciousness in time to regain control 
of the machine. Thereafter with mag- 
nificent pluck he flew the machine 3 
miles: to the nearest British aerodrome 
and retained his consciousness till he 
was safely on the ground, 

First of all, it dived verttcally, and 
he had time to realize that the pilot 
was unconscious; then, when the pilot 
regained consciousness, he had to sit 
doing nothing for at least half an hour, 
wondering all the time whether the 
rilot would faint again before he got 
home, and possibly meditating how dis- 
appointing it would be if the pilot 


-fainted a hundred feet or so from the 


ground in the act of landing and man- 
aged to kill them both in sight of home. 
As a matter of fact, I do know of 
one case in which a pilot alone in a 
machine was badly hit at a height of a 
thousand feet and lost consciousness at 
feet from the ground. Nevertheless 
some curious subconscious instinct 
helped him to make an absolutely per- 
fect landing, and luck brought the ma- 
chine within about 50 yards of one of 
cur own motor ambulances, hut even 
the recollection cf that performance 
would hardly be auy great congolatiun 
tc the passenger in a machine with an 
unconscious pilot. 

Has to Sit and Be Fried.” 
In another case mentioned recently it 
will be remembered that the machine 
caught fire in the air and the pilot 
bravely and skillfully landed himself 
and his passenger safely, but one can 
imagine the feelings of the passenger, 
who, while the ammunition of his ma- 
chine gun kept popping off all around 
him, had nothing to do except sit and 
be fried and wonder whether the tail 
would be burned off the machine before 
they got to the ground. 

Not so long ago two officers were giv- 
en the D. 8. O. under circumstances 
which also showed up the bravery of 
the passenger. In this case the pilot 
was hit in the neck and jaw, and con- 
tinued piloting the machine, while the 
passenger rendered first aid with such 
material as all soldiers carry. The pilot, 


home, very bravely carried on and fin- 
ished his reconnaissance, and one can 
only hope that the passenger was so 
busy observing that he had no time to 
wonder if the pilot’s wounds would 
knock him out before they finished. 

Comparatively early in the war a pilot 
on another machine was going out on 
reconnaissance when a bullet: glanced 


breaking the glass and without hitting 
him, but it drove the metal of the gog- 
gies into his forehead and made quite 
a nastly Nttle wound. Thinking he had 
been hit in the head, he instinctively 
It go his controls and put his hands up 
to his forehead. 

The machine promptly stood on its 
nose and the horrified passenger, looking 
up behind him, saw the pilot with blood 
spurting out from between his fingers, 
apparently from a bad head wound. 
Naturally he was considerably relieved 
a moment or two afterwards to see the 
pilot wipe the blood out of his eyes, 
pull his goggies back into their place 
and ‘take control of the machine again, 
but he admitted afterward that even 
those few moments gave him consid- 
erably more time to think than he really 
wanted.

ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 15.—The new 
Greek Parliament, which is meeting |: 
here to consider some of the most 
momentous problems in the country’s 
history, is in many respects a rovelty. 
It represents, for the first time, the 
new and greater Greece created as a 
result of the Balkan wars. Its mem- 
bership, for oxample, is 316, as against 
the previous Parliaments 196, and the 
members represent sections of the Hel- 
lente world as far apart as Crete and 
Kavalla, Mitylene and Macedonia. One 
of the new members comes from Tene- 
dos, which is withih sight and hearing 
of the greater part of the Dardanelles 
fighting. 

No legislative assembly in the world 
is more picturesque in its variety of 
costume than this new Greek Parlia- 
ment. There are the Cretans, in ample 
blue raiment: the Turco-Greek members 
from Macedonia, wearing the fez; the 
tlack-garbed Hodjahs, with turbans;

The national status of these 
places is not yet Gecided, and the dele- 
gates, therefore, cannot be officially rec- 
ognized or allowed to vote, buf they 
are given seats and their advice 16 
eugerly sought on all matters connected 
with branches of legislative activity 
with which they are familiar. The 
president of the Chamber, at the opening 
session, gave them a graceful welcome 
remarking that he hoped it ‘would soo 
be possible to hold legal elections in 
their districts and give them the full 
privileges of the House. 

The most pleased of the new mem- 
bers are the Cretans, who now for the 
firet time have reached the goal of 
their political ambitions. Their first ap- 
pearance in the Chamber was the be- 
casion for a great demonstration, led by 
Venizelos, the former Cretan chief, who 
has risen to be the popular idol of 
Greece.

National Geographic Society 
Communication Tells of 


| Varieties of Birds. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6—With the 
beginning of the hunting season, the 
variety of the North American hunts- 
man's domain is indicated in a commu- 
nication to the National Geographical 
Society from Henry W. Henshaw, chief 
of the United States Biographical Sur- 
vey, which tells of “American Game 
Kiirds.”” Henshaw enumerates more than 
100 kinds of game birds common to this 
country’s preserves, among which are 
87 kinds of duck, eight kinds of goose, 
eight kinds of quail and five kinds of 


grouse. While America’s preserves are 
distinguished among the hunting fields 


of the world for their wealth of. game, 
the writer shcws that they are hunted 
with dangerous thoroughness. He says: 


“America has always been a paradise 
for sportsmen, but of late years the 
number of those whose chief relaxa- 
tion is the pursuit of game has great- 
ly increased and today there are prob- 
ably not far from 5,000,000 who are in- 
terested in the pursuit of game. What 
this army of hunters means to the 
large and small game of America can 
Letter be imagined than described. Mod- 
ern guns and ammunition are of the 
very best, and they are sold at prices 
sc low as to be within the reach of all. 
Added to these very efficient wapons 
for killing small game are innumerable 
devices for killing waterfowl, as sueak- 
beats, punt-guns, swivel-guns, sall- 
boats, steam launches, night f.oating, 
night lighting and others.“ 

Varieties of Game Duck. 

The varieties of American game duck 
given by Henshaw are baldpate, Bar- 
row's golden-eye. black, bufflehead, 
king, Pacific. spectacled and Steller’s 
eder, fulvous tree-duck, mallard, mer- 
ganser, red-head, pintail, scaup, scoter, 
canvas-back, shoveller and teal. Of con- 
vas-back, he says: 

The canvas-back, perhaps the most 
famous of American waterfowl, has pur- 
chased its fame at a price. So highly is 
it prized by the epicure that today he 
who can afford to dine on canvas-back 
sets the mark of luxurious living. Not 
that the canvas-back differs essentially 
from other ducks, but its exceptional 
flavor is due io the fact that its fa- 
vorite food fk wild celery,’ a long rib- 
bon-like grass which grows in shallow 
ponds and estuaries. As the plant roots 
several feet under the surface, only the 
diving ducks can obtain it and the plebe- 
ian kinds have to be content with such 
floating fragments as they can pick 


up or Can steal from their more aristo- 


cratic relatives. In Oregon and Wash- 
ington, the canvas-back lives much upon 
wapato, a bulb-like root formerly a sta- 
ple article of food among many Indian 
tribes, and their exceptional flavor is 
said to be little, if any, inferior to that 
of the celery-fed canvas-back ot the 
Bast. Prized alike by sportsman “and by 
epicure, the ranks of the canvas-back 
have been depleted by the relentless pur- 
suit to which it has been subjected. 
However, the greater number of these 
ducks breed far to the northward where 
they are safe, and under present laws 
their number should tncreage to some- 
thing like their former abundance.”’ 
Importance of Protection. 

Despite this country’s present vast 
wealth in game birds, according to the 
writer, they would soon be shot away 
but for proper protection. As it is, he 
continues, the numbers of game birds 
today are quite insignificant when com- 
pared to the abundance of former days. 
Destruction of former breeding places 
by drainage and, more especially, the 
pursuit with firearms; are the causes as- 
signed for the falling off of supply. Hen- 
shaw writes: 

“The statements of the early chron- 
iclers regarding the multitudes of ducks, 
plover, and wild pigeons almost defy 
belief. When, in the records of the 
first part of the last century, one reads 
of clouds of pigeons that required three 
days to pass a given point in a contin- 
uous moving stream, and aguin of flocks 
estimated to contain more than two b 
lion birds, credulity is taxed to the 
limit. Yet not only one such flock was 
observed, but they were of periodic oc- 
curence during many years of our early 
history, and the accounts of them are 


too well attested to be doubted. As 


throwing a curious sidelight on the 
abundance of wild fowl and the hard- 
ships to which the slaves of the period 
were sbjected, I quote from Grinnel, 
who states that ‘in. early days slave 
owners, who hired out their slaver, stip- 
ulated in tne contract that canvas-back 
ducks should not be fed to them more 
than twice each week'!“

By GEN. MALLETERRE, 

From Aug. 4 to Sept. 4, 1870, the Ger- 
man victory was decisive. 

From Aug. 4 to Sept. 4, 1914, the Ger- 
man victory was imminent. It looked 
as if the same sequels of catastrophe 
as in 1870 were to be repeated with 
lightning rapidity, and now that the 
disaster has not only been averted, but 
that a just fortune has stopped the ad- 
versary in the full intoxication of tri- 
umph, we can say that some of the 


causes came very nearly producing the 
same effects. 

All know how Germany had prepared 
for this war. which was to have as- 
sured its supremacy; how its perfidi- 
ous policy had dissimulated the plot 
which was being hatched against the 
central Powers in the last year. It is 
not necessary to repeat what has been 
80 amply proved. . 

But even today, and with even more 
insistence, because the events justify 
and even force us to do so, it is well to 
point out the causes of superiority 
which has shown itself so dreaded, #0 
capable of prolonged efforts, even after 
so unlooked tor checks, and which we 
can only hope to break up by a force 
which has become superior to its own, 

Superior strategy and Artillery. - 

From those divers and multiple causes 
we will only mention two principles— 
the same as we found in 1870—viz., the 
superiority of strategy and the superior- 
ity in war material, particularly in ar- 
tilery. As to the strategy we will only 
speak briefly because really the German 
plan of 1914, which follows the one of 
187, only on a more elaborate scale, 
has failed. 

The famous plan of Moltke in 1870, in- 
spired by a thorough knowledge of the 
theater of operations, as well as of the 
weakness of the French army, had for 
its object the envelopment and the de- 
struction of that army, after cutting it 
off from its base with the interior o? 
the country. The strategical disposition 
was the envelopement of one or the 
other wing, the turning of the left wing 
through Lorraine, south of Metz. The 
definite and decisive object was Paris. 
There was no question then of the vio 
lation of Belgium. 

German politicians then were more 
careful to keep the good will of the 
neutrals. Moreover, the theater of oper- 
ations, between Luxemburg and the 
Rhine, was sufficient for the offensive 
of the German army, whose field. maxi- 
mum was about 600,000 men. 

The plan of 1914 is derived from the 
same method. This always was the 
envelopment of one wing, the rupture of 
the organized force under the weight of 
numerical and material superiority and 
the capture of Paris. 

But hoW far more majestic is the 
strategical conception, because she must 
be in bearing with the formidable devel- 
opment of the German power, forced to 
tight on two sides, far from each other, 
in France and in Russia. 


Force of Organization. 


We all know what occurred. Germany 
revealed in August, 1914, just as she did 
in August, 1870, that force of conception 
of organization and execution of which 
its adversaries, though warned and dis- 
trustful, were not able to discern or 
to know. * 

It was not only the sudden and terri- 
fying vision of these armies, carried 
forward by a strategy so bold that it was 
scornful of the rights of neutrals, crush- 
ing Belgium with her torrent and repeat- 
ing in a few days the triumphant ad- 
vance of 1870, which made the hearts of 
our soldiers shudder and threw our peo- 
ple into panic. 

The impression, or rather the terror, 


was intensified in seeing on the vast 


front from Brussels to the Vosges, the 
German masses, everywhere dense and 
compact, and in recognizing the fact that 
the German war machine had doubled 
the active mobilized army with a second 
army equivalent to the first, consisting 
of reserve corps, and that she threw 
against us more than 2,000,000 men. But 
that was not all. To this incontestible 
numerical superiority was added ma- 
terial which at first seemed crushing. 

We are not ignorant of the care and 
method with which the Germans had 
associated the destructive forces to 
those of attack, and that they at- 
tached great importance to the pos- 
session of an artillery extremely pow- 
erful. Moreover, we did not expect 
that this material, reported only in 
the process of formation, was so com- 
plete. 


Endless .Discussion Recalled. 


On the other hand we recall the 
endless discussion called forth by the 
introduction in our army of heavy 
artillery. Our artillery staff had ab- 
solute confidence in the superiority of 
our 78,“ not only for the similar can- 
non of r' in the German army, but 
also their heavier caliber guns—how- 
itzers of 105, 150, cannons of 105, 120 
and 210, and were not altdwether 
wrong. We counted especially on the 
remarkable mobility of their bat- 


teries, on their experience in defila- 


tory fire, on the recognized efficacy of

But the chief ‘appeal is to patriotism, 
and never have the antipodes seen such 
a widespread and ardent use as nowa- 
days of the Union Jack of the empire 
and thé southern cross of the young 
Australian Federation.

Some New 
Recipes 


Frozen Fruit Salead—Mix well 1% 
tablespoons flour, & tablespoon mustard 
and 4% tablespoon salt. Add % can 
(about % cup) condensed milk, % cup 
vinegar, ½ cup water and yolk of one 
eggs. slightly bcaten. Cook over hot 
water 15 minutes, stirring constantly, 
until thickened. Remove, strain, add 
two tablespoons 
spoon celery seed. Cool, tlien fold in 
the stiffly beaten white of one egg, % 
cup cream beaten stiff, and 1% cups 
fruit, cut in pieces. A mixture of Cali- 
fornia white or red grapes, bananas, 
cherries, pineapples and strawberries. 
Put in small baking powder boxes, 
cover with buttered paper, then with 
tin cover, anc pack in two parts 
crushed ice to one part rock salt for 
two hours. Unmold, slice and serve on 
lettuce. 


Chocolate Pie—Put 1% cups milk 
on stove to heat. When hot thicken 
with following mixture: Well beaten 
yolks of 2 eggs, % cup sugar, 2 level 
teaspoons corn starch, 1 tablespoon. co- 
coa, 1 pinch of salt, % cup milk. When 
cool flavor with vanilla, put in pie shell, 
cover with a frosting made of the 
whites of the eggs and 1 tablespoon of 
sugar.

Paddy Kelly, the “tron man” of the 
local ring, is tackling hard game these 
days and, what is more, he is not 
picking his opponents, but they are 
being selected for him by Manager 
Tommy Sullivan of the Future City 
Athletic Club. Paddy has told Sulli- 
van he’ll “box anybody, and Sullivan 
is taking the husky little Irishman at 


his word. Tonight Kelly opposés Ben- 
ny Palmer, a Mexican, with a splendid 
record. 

Just how long Kelly will, be able to 
continue his winning streak is becom- 
ing a matter of considerable specula- 
tion. Kelly is beating men who are 
better boxers than himself. Two rea- 
sons for this ts that he is always bat- 
tling and is hard to hurt. Compactly 
built, an ordinary reach, with only a 
moderate amount of speed, Kelly does 
not fiash very well as a boxer, but he 
has reduced the art of in-fighting to a 
fine science. 

No boxer can come too close for him. 
That is just to his liking, and most of 
them are falling into his trap. Some 
of the boys he has boxed and won from 
are fast, clever and have good left- 
hand jabs. That appears to be just the 
combination that ought to beat Kelly, 
but, since Kelly started his streak of 
winning seven consecutive: battles, it 
has failed to do so. Not only the clever 
boxers, but the sluggers as well, have 
gone down in regular order before Kel- 
ly. No boxer has been able to hold 
off Kelly and box him at long range. 
He has forced them to close quarters 
by crowding them ail over the ri and 
ignoring their po ches. Then he forces 
them to clinch. That is the secret of 
his success and their mistake. 


Kelly Avoids Clinching. 


Kelly seldom clinches. He lets the 
other boxer do that. He knows that 
the rules will not permit a. boxer who 
clinches and is holding to strike. As 
his opponent comes to a clinch, Kelly 
throws his Own arms wide and keeps 
his hands free. Then he pummels ev- 
ery portion of the head} face, neck and 
body above the waistline that he can 
reach. Some of these blows are light 
because of the awkward position in 
which his arms are sometimes held by 
his opponent, but they are scoring 
points for him all the time, in contrast 
to the penalty assessed against the oth- 
er boxer for clinching and holding. This 
was the particular r n why he won 
from Gene Delmont of Memphis, Tenn., 
the flrst time they met here in a bout 
that was sensational and thought by 
some to be very close. 

When some boxer is clever enough to 
avoid Kelly’s trap, he may be returned 
a winner. Otherwise, he 
stronger, a harder puncher and able to 
withstand more punishment to defeat 
the iron man.’

Incident Provokes Loud Applause 
at Convention of Friends of 
Peace in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Sep. 7.—Prolonged applause 
greeted William J. Bryan during his ad- 
dress before the national convention of 
the Friends of Peace, yesterday, when 
he said: 

1 Want you to be thankful that this 
country’s President loves peace and is 
trying, with every means at his dispo- 
gal, to preserve our country’s peace.” 

Shortly before the delegates had 
cheered Congressman Henry Volmer of 
Iowa while he attacked the adminis- 
tration for permitting shipments of war 
munitions from America to Europe. 

Before adjourning, the convention in- 
structed its officers to make known to 
President Wiison and Congress the pur- 
poses of the Friends of Peace as em- 
bodied in resolutions adopted at the 
morning session. 

The resolutions, which were styled “a 
new declaration of independence, made 
no formal demand for an embargo on 
munitions of war, but declared for the 
freedom of the seas to all commerce, 
including that with all belligerent na- 
tions, and opposed manufacture of 
death-dealing implements for profit. 

The officers also were instructed to 
draw up bills embodying these princi- 
ples for presentation to the next Con- 
gress. 

The best applause-provoking incident 
of the convention took place at the aft- 
ernoon session, when Jeremiah A. 
O'Leary of New York, one of the speak- 
ers, called the Rev. G. C. Berkemeir, 
German-American delegate, and the 
Rev. J. H. 8. Somerville, an Anglo- 
American delegate, to the speakers’ 
stand and requested them to clasp 
hands as a visible refutation of charges 
that the convention was a pro-German 
gathering. 

The Rev. Mr. Berkemeir, a Lutheran 
minister, clasped the Rev. Mr. Somer- 
ville, an Episcopalian rector, in his 
arms and kissed him on both cheeks, 
while the audience burst into frantic 
applause. 3 

Bryan confined his address to a dis- 
cussion of the ethics of warfare, the 
necessity, as he described it, of the 
United States keeping out of the pres- 
ent trouble, and of the duties of citi- 
zens in doing all in their power not to 
endanger the country’s peace.

THOUSANDS MADE HOMELESS AT 
IOLA, KAN,, BY CLOUDBURST 


IOLA, Kan., Sept. 7.—Geveral persons 
are missing, thousands were made home- 
less and property damage estimated at 
$100,000 was caused as the result of a 
cloudburst which inundated the east and 
south parts of Iola last midnight. More 
than seven inches of rain fell during the 
torrential downpour. That the cloud- 
burst did not bring death to hundreds 
of people as they slept is due to the fact 
that residents of sections of the city left 
high and dry were awakened by the 
ringing of fire alarms, the discharge of 
guns, the shouts of volunteer patrols 
and warnings by telephone. 

Hundreds of men worked heroically 
throughout the night rescuing marooned 
persons from housetops, garrets and 
limbs of trees. 

The Iola signal corps recently organ- 
ized here, was sent out in squads in 
charge of rescue boats and succeeded 
in saving numerous flood victims. 

Corporal Louis Drake, riding a horse, 
swam the animal through water five to 
twelve feet deep, against a swift cur- 
rent, and in a few trips brought 10 per- 
sons from the flood. 


FORT SCOTT, Kan., Sept. 7.—A cloud- 
burst early this morning flooded Fort 
Scott. Many houses were lifted from 
their foundations and floated away.

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St. Louis: 


In the main it was a day of indifferent 
trading interest on the St. Louis grain 
market today. For the most part, also, 


values were easier, September oats hav- 
ing the fleld of firmness to itself. The 
early ease, which was dogged through- 
out the forenoon, yielded. to moderate 
support toward the close and fair frac- 
tional recoveries from the low level 
were general. 

Initial quotations were very close to 
the lowest in most of the options, and 
the volume of trading, aside from the 
early clearing up of over-holiday orders 
by commission men, was not heavy 
enough to produce wide or frequent 
fluctuations. 

There was no definite significance in 
the accumulation of news, gossip or 
statistics at the resumption of business 
after the double holiday other than 
reports of large movement in the north- 
west, where only fair demand prevailed 
and favorable weather ovér e impor- 
tant grain sections, and traders were 
disposed to wait for something more 
clearly indicative of the near-future 
market movement. On this point the 
bears seemed the more cheerful. Ad- 
vices generally on the corn condition 
and outlook were of the cheerful sort. 

Receipts of wheat for three days ag- 
gregated 340,902 bushels, against 289,713 
last year. Corn, 108,200 bu., againet 108,- 
00C last year. Oats, 120,700 bu., against 
306,000 last year, Hay, 2565 tons, against 
2305 tons last year. 

Grain on passage statement showed 
Wheat 20,240,000 bu., against 18,848,000 last 
week and 30,322,000 last year. Corn, this 
week, 22, 329,000 ; last week, 22,346,000: last 
year, 11. 137,000 hu. 

The Missouri crop report stated that 
without a seasonable September there 
will be considerable corn at best. It is 
estimated that under favorable weather 

per cent of the crop will be out of 
danger from frost by Oct. 1 and the 
average of the first killing frost for 
Central Missouri is Oct. 14. Flood and 
wind have caused heavy losses in South- 
east Missouri, where the prospects for a 
bumper crop have been the best. There 
are failures on the flat prairies, as well 
as on overflowed Höttoms, but many 
upland fields, some of which represent 
poorer soils, promise excellent yields 
throughout the State. Continued wet 
weather has in many localities delayed 
threshing until now shocks, stacks and 
ricks are green with sprouted wheat, 
much of which has been so damaged 
that it will be almost a total loss. Acre- 
age of winter wheat this fall estimated 
at 16 per cent decrease from: 1914. 

The Liverpool undertone was easy, as 
result of brilliant weather in the United 
Kingdom and private revorts of satis- 
factory weather in Canada, with free 
offers of Canadians, and rains in Argen- 
tina. Spot wheat market was un- 
changed to 3d Jower from Saturday. Car- 
goes easy; winters and Manitobas 6d 
to Tid lower:, Plates and Indians un- 
changed. World’s shipments were larg- 
er, but the percentage to the United 
Kingdom smaller, but it is thought that 
this will be overcome by increased na- 
tive arrivals. Millers absorbing freely 
and the amount on passage to the 
United Kingdom is decreased sharply. 
Continental demand is broadening. Corn 
market quiet, with Plate offers liberai.
